SHOWING MARKEDLY SUPERIOR PLAYING 
AND CONDITION, 'VARSITY ROMPED AWAY 
WITH INTERCOLLEGIATE CHAMPIONSHIP 



McGill Had Better of Play in First Period, But Faded 
Away Afterwards — Unable to Maintain Early Lead 
of One Goal — Were Unable to Stand Fast Pace Set 
by Varsity Players on the Larger Ice of the Toronto 
Rink — Dineen and Flanagan Both Injured — Brown 
the Outstanding Man on Blue and White Team — 
Stenson and Behan Starred for McGill, Former Pre- 
venting a Larger Score From Being Rolled Up. 



Varsity gained the Senior Inter- 
collegiate Hockey title when they de- 
feated McGill by a scoro'of 7-1 at the 
Toronto Arena Saturday afternoon. 

Tho McQIll boys, who wore playing 
their fifth -game within eight days, 
were outplayed in two of the three 
periods, and wore obviously exhausted 
after their strenuous week. , Tho first 
period was McGlll's nearly all the 
way, and the gong rang with the 
score at 1-0 against the Toronto team. 
From the start of the second round, 
however. Varsity showed new life,, 
and outclassed their opponents 
throughout most of the remainder of 
play. The local boys seemed to wilt 
up after the first stanza. 

Neither team was at its best, as the 
U. of T. boys also fought out some 
hard struggles during the week. The 
McGill team, however, who had the 
added disadvantage of a "long train 
journey, showed more plainly their 
need for a rest. 

The Toronto outfit is one of the 
best hockey machines turned out by 
any Canadian university in some 
years. Both as a team and as indi- 
vidual players, they make up a far 
superior aggregation than the McGill 
sertette," wholiave succeeded In win- 
ning the Montreal City Championship 
and breaking into the eliminations 
for the" Allah Cup. r- 
The local collegians put up a game 
fight, and though outskated and ex- 
celled in most departments by their 
opponents, struggled on to the filial 
gong. Stenson played a fine game 
in the nets, and, repeating his won- 
derful performance against La Tuque 
Thursday night, stood off a heavy 
bombardment of shots throughout. 
Cully and Dineen presented a defence 
whjch the Queen City players hardly 
got through once during the fire| 
period. The speedy U. of T. forwards 
would travel down only to be skated 
behind the net or into the corner by 
the ' McGill defence men. When 
Matty" was Injured during the 
second period, and had to retire for a 
time, Toronto began to get closer In, 
and only Stenson's stellar work pre- 
vented more than two goals- being 
netted. 

Teddy Behan's stick-handling was 
an eye-opener to the! Toronto crowd, 
and time and again he went down the 
Ice in dashing rushes. Flanagan, 
Anderson and Gallery were closely 
watched, and frequently there was

nobody to recefve ajpass In the Mc- 
Gill wing. Flanagan tore off some 
brilliant rushes also, but he was too 
tired to pjay his best brand of hockey. 

Brown, .tho big . Varsity dofenco 
player^ was the bestiman'on the ice. 
When he travelled flown, supported 
by two forwards, thkre was a small 
chance of stopping him. His speed, 
stick-handling and ah-round finished 
performance made him stand out 
above the rest of the players. He him- 
self netted the puck twice, and as- 
sisted in two.other scores by his team- 
mates. 

Carson on the forward line played 
a fighting game, but.dld not seem to 
be at. his best at alf times. Undoubt- 
edly, on the whole, Varsity did not 
put up nearly as good an exhibition 
as they gave here three weeks ago. 
, The gamè was by no means a glit- 
tering display of skill or speed, but at 
some stages was exciting and pro- 
vided frequent thrills for' thé Immense 
crowd which came close to filling the 
spacious Arena. A couple of rows of 
McGill supporters formed a miniature 
rooting club, and thou-gh Small In 
numbers; succeeded ih' making plenty 
of trotse throughout 'tné duration of 
Play. - • 

The Red and White shifts were the 
first tor step onto ,tfce ice, and were 
given arlusty w«lco»lfr*y tho -Toronto 
students. Blue and White mingled 
with the visitors' colors soon after, 
and .at. 2.45. the teams lined up. 

An. exceedingly, impressive feature 
was the playing of the National 
Anthem, by. the band, before the puck 
was faced. The players stood rigidly 
at attention white thè enormous 
crowd rose with doffed hats. 

A detailed account of play follows: 
Anderson secured from the face-off, 
and teBted Langtry with a long shot 
which the latter easily took in hand. 
Brown followed with a pretty rush to 
the other end of the rink, but Sten- 
son blocked and cleared well. 

Dineen and Flanagan combined, 
and "FHn" got Inside the defence. 
Langtry, however, was right there. 
Shortly after, Dineen ; went through 
and tossed away a chance' to score by 
shooting wide of the goal. 

Playing was, not fast, and McGill 
was playing three men on the defence 
and let. Varsity press for a while. 
Carson, Sullivan and Wright in suc- 
cession tore down the ice and failed 
to pass Stenson.

Behan came on for Gallery and 
started things humming immediately. 
His stick-handling bewildered the To- 
ronto team at first, and Langtry had 
to withstand some hard drives. 

Varsity were not successful in 
passing the McGill defence, and con- 
fined their efforts to long lifts. 
Wright uncorked several speedy plays, 
but each time was skilfully skated 
into the corner by Cully or Dineen. 

Flanagan, Behan and Anderson 
worked well together for several min- 
utes, and gave Stenson a busy time. 
Brown and Ramsay soon relieved tho 
situation, and the former got inside 
the McGill defence for what looked 
like a sure goal; Stenson came out of 
his not, however, and cleared the rub- 
ber out of Brown's reach. 

Behan swooped down on tho puck 
and, wriggling through tho whole 
team, did not atop until he had placed 
the puck in behind Lang'.rv for the 
first count of the afternoon, fourteen 
minutes after the start 

Play grew considerably faster after 
this, and VaraUy attempted to rush 
matters. The McGill defence was too 
good, and they gave up their at- 
tempts. Behan did most of the puck- 
carrying during the rest of the period, 
but Langtry's good work and Behan's 
inaccurate shooting prevented any 
further scoring.

Second Period. 
Toronto came-on_with new life, and 
less than a minute after the face-off, 
Ramsay got through, and passed out 
to Sullivan, who tied the score with a 
shot that stemon had no, chance to 
save.

.yarsity missed several, likely 
chances' to score, and failed to use 
combination work to advantage. Sten- 
son came out to stop several lone 
rushes, and had a steady rain of 
shots on him. 

Dineen injured his knee and was 
replaced by Anderson. Toronto had 
most of the play and were breaking 
«hrough considerably. Stenson stopped 
shot after shot, and seemed impass- 
able. 

Brown zig-zagged down the ice and 
was met by the McGill three-man de- 
fence.
